Wealthy Dentist Charged 
With Murder. 


New York, May 26.—The case of Dr. 
Samuel Guy, which ia tobe called for 
trial Monday at Flushing, promises to 
add another to the series of notable 
murder triais that have taken place 
recently in New York and vicinity. Dr. 
Guy is accused of having shot ard killed 
his wife, Lillian Mott Guy at her home 
in far Rockaway on April 8th, last, 
Dr. Guy isa wealthy dentist 56 years 
old, His wife was 42 years of age. She 
was a descendant of the Mott family 
which owned practically all the Rocka- 
ways, ad the members of which, are 
accounted very wealthy. The difficdlt- 
ies between Guy and his wife are said to 
have reaulted from hie extravagant 
mode of life and his fondness of liq .cr, 
Dr. Guy was coroner of Queeus Borough 
for a number of years, Onthe day of 
alleged crime, Dr.Guy came from a 
saloon near his residence and entéred 
his home, . It 1s alleged he went to the 
kitchen and annoyed a servant for a few 
minutes. finally being induced by his 
wife to leave the girl, The servant test- 
ified at the coroner’s inquest that as 
husband and wife entered the dining 
room, Mrs. Guy slapped hie face. 
Immediately afterward the dour closed, 
and in a few minutes the girl heard two 
shota; ~ Dr. Guy walked to the haji, 
took down'his overcoat and started 6ut 
of the house. A policeman met him 
and asked him where he was going. 
“Just to yet a cigar,’ said the doctor. 
In a few seconde thre cries of the servant 
girl were heard, and the doctor war 
arrested. Tlie body of Mrs. Guy war 
found lyiug in the dining room bse: two 
bullet wounds in the breaet. 


One Mine Still 
Closed. 


Winnipeg, May 27.—Mr. Charles P. 
Hill, manager of the Hill Crest mine, 
at Hill Crest, Alta., is in the city. 
His was one of the mines affected by 
the recent strike, in fact his men were 
still out. Mr. Hill declares he — will 
not sign the agreement, as it is ab- 
solutely unfair to the mine owner. 

“That agreement does not Bettle 
the matter,” he said in an interview 
this morning, ‘‘Hill Crest will never 
opeff*6n that schedule as long as my 
name is Hill, The new schedule 
makes an increase of 25 cents a ton, 
for mining, and that leaves us -ab- 
solutely no margin for profit. It 
costs over ‘$100 a day to keep the 
mine closed, but T will not open. 


‘He explained that his men were 
perfectly satisfied with conditions. 
They had no grievance at all with 


the owners. ‘They voted a ratio of 
27 to 1 to to return to work at the 
old scale of prices, but as members of 
the union, they had to stay out. 

“IT have been down East for the 
past four months, during which I 
have visited the coal fields of Pénn- 
sylvania. We receive here only a 
dollar a ton for coal but we have to 
pay four times as much to have it 
mined, That looks hardly fair. I 
will tell you another reason why this 
agreement is unfair, In the Hill 
Crest mine the vein is 16 feet thick. 
The average vein is only from 4 to 5 
feet thick, The work is very much 
easier in the Hill Crest mine. There 
should be a sliding scale,’’ 

Skilled labor is very scarce in the 
Far West. Good carpenters are par- 
ticularly difficult to get. And _ of 
thirty to forty carpenters at work on 
his property only two or three are 
skilled mechanics. They went out 
on strike with the miners and delay- 
ed work on the mines, a very great 
heal,

These all claim most emphatically 
that the new bylaw will destroy fifty 
and seventy-five per cent. of their 
trade, which is carried on after seven 
o‘clock in the evening, among the 
many campers and batchers who dur- 
ing the day are unable to leave work 
to make their purchases, And then, 
too, they claim that a good deal of 
household @opping is done in the 
evening. 

The city had an early closing by- 
law in force last year which was 
quashed by Magistrate C.H. Stuart- 
Wade, in the trial of a test casein 
violation of the by-law. The magis- 
trate declared that the bylaw was 
discriminating in its operation. The 
bylaw which goes into effect to-day 
takes the place of the former one.
